Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  subnit  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  Burgh 
and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  1958. 

The  year  1958  was  marked  by  a high  birth  rate  and  improved  infant 
mortality  and  still  birth  rates.  Infectious  diseases  generally  remained 
low  and  further  improvement  was  seen  in  the  problem  of  tuberculosis. 

A second  Mass  X-ray  survey  was  held  in  September  during  which  37,666 
persons  were  x-rayed  and  41  new  active  cases  of  the  disease  were  discovered. 

The  incidence  of  food  poisoning  was  high  during  the  year  and  indicates 
a need  for  higher  standards  of  hygiene  and  hygienic  practices  in  food 
premises,,  A Clean  Food  Exhibition  was  held  in  March  which  did  not  attract 
the  attention  of  the  public  and  those  in  the  food  trade  as  it  should  have 
done. 


Poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  been  well  accepted  in  the  Burgh.  By 
the  end  of  1958  almost  80^  of  children  under  15  had  been  vaccinated  against 
the  disease. 

I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Town  Council  and  in  particular  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encouraging  support  during  the  year.  I 
am  also  indebted  to  the  officials  of  other  Departments  and  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  constant  co-operation  and 
assistance.

Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Burgh  at  the 
middle  of  1958  was  72,153  which  is  769  more  than  the  population  estimated  for 
the  previous  year,  Since  the  last  census  in  1951  there  has  been  a steady 
increase  in  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General., 

Deaths 

There  were  19  fewer  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1958  than  in  the  previous 
year „ 772  Burgh  inhabitants  died  during  the  year,  427  being  males  and  345 

being  females,.  The  general  death  rate  is  therefore  10,7  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population  It  is  the  lowest  rate  since  19530  The  death  rate  for 
Scotland  is  12  per  thousand.

Of  the  total  772  deaths  616  (80^)  occurred  over  the  age  of  55  years  - the 
two  main  causes  of  death  being  degenerative  conditions  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  and  malignant  tumours,.  Deaths  in  middle  age  i0e„  from  35  to  55  years 
totalled  83  (ll^j  the  main  causes  of  death  being  again  degenerative 
conditions  and  taalignonsy,  Deaths  in  adolescents  and  young  adults  i«e0  from 
15  to  35  years  of  age  totalled  21  (3^)„  Five  school  children  died  during  the 
year0  All  were  boys  and  three  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  accidental 
drowning.  There  were  only  four  deaths  in  pre-school  children  between  1 and 
5 years  of  age.  The  number  of  deaths  in  infants  between  1 month  and  1 year 
of  age  totalled  17  (2t)°  Seven  of  these  were  due  to  congenital  malformation 
present  at  birth  and  three  were  due  to  ill  defined  causes,,  The  number  of 
deaths  in  infants  under  1 month  was  26  (3^)  of  which  22  were  the  result  of 
imnaturity  and  congenital  malformations.  Fuller  details  of  deaths  in  infants 
will  be  given  under  that  heading.  An  outstanding  feature  of  infant 
mortality  in  1958  is  the  small  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  recognisable 
preventable  deaths  such  as  these  due  to  infection,  respiratory  disease  and 
accidents.  The  infant  death  rate  for  1958  was  28  per  1000  live  births. 

The  rate  for  Scotland  is  also  280  The  still  birth  rate  for  the  Burgh  was  17 
per  1000  total  births  - that  for  Scotland  being  23,

There  were  114  deaths  due  to  malignant  growths  in  1958,  21  fewer  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  preponderance  of  male  deaths  from  cancer  is  mainly 
due  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the  17  deaths  from  lung  cancer  occurred  in  males. 

There  were  only  2 deaths  registered  during  the  year  from  the  principal 
epidemic  diseases  - one  being  due  to  meningococcal  infection  and  the  other  to 
influenza. 

Births 

There  were  1532  births  during  1958,  giving  a birth  rate  of  21.2  per  1000 
of  the  population.  This  is  the  highest  birth  rate  recorded  since  1926  with 
the  exception  of  the  year  1947  which  was  a year  of  high  birth  rate  as  a result 
of  the  exceptional  number  of  marriages  which  occurred  with  the  ending  of  World 
War  11.  The  increasing  birth  rate  in  recent  years  coupled  with  an  increase 
in  bookings  by  the  domiciliary  midwives  during  1958  led  to  excessive  case  loads 
on  this  staff.  This  has  been  rectified  by  an  increase  in  establishment  of 
midwives. 

Marriages 

There  were  622  marriages  during  the  year,  which  is  16  more  than  in  1957. 
The  marriage  rate  is  8.6  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Tuberculosis 

The  problem  of  tuberculosis  continues  to  improve.  The  year  was  marked 
by  a very  successful  Mass  X-ray  Survey  which  took  place  from  15th  September 
to  3rd  October.  37,666  persons  were  x-rayed  during  this  period  and  at  the 
end  of  five  months  41  new  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  been 
discovered  and  treated.  Of  the  cases  discovered  26  were  treated  in  hospital 
15  were  treated  at  home.  A full  report  of  the  X-ray  Survey  is  given  under 
that  heading.  This  is  the  second  public  survey  held  in  this  Burgh.  I feel 
that  the  results  in  terms  of  new  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  discovered  has 
not  only  fully  justified  each  survey  but  also  justifies  the  consideration  of 
another  general  survey  in  a few  years  time. 

Ill  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  confirmed  during  the 
year.  Of  these  99  were  pulmonary,  34  of  which  were  discovered  through  the 
Mass  X-ray  Survey.  The  number  of  cases  discovered  and  notified  in  the  usual 
way  was  therefore  65  which  is  11  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  therefore  continues  to  fall  steadily. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  10  which  is  one  less  than 
in  1957. 

The  modern  treatment  of  this  disease  with  drugs  continues  to  give  results 
that  are  so  satisfactory  that  the  older  methods  of  artificial  pneumothorax  and 
pneumoperitoneum  have  practically  disappeared.  As  a result  the  artificial 
pneumothorax  clinic  previously  held  at  the  Airbles  Road  Clinic  Centre  is  now 
closed. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  low  during  1958  and 
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calls  for  no  comment,.  Fire  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  confirmed  - 1 being 
paralytic  and  4 non-paralytic« 

Food  Poisoning 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  1958.  Six  were 
cases  of  paratyphoid  fever,  17  suffered  from  salmonella  infection  and  6 were 
cases  of  staphylococcal  food  poisoning,.  Three  of  the  paratyphoid  fever  cases 
occurred  in  two  families  at  the  end  of  June.  Two  of  these  cases  were  of  type 
"3A"  and  one  was  untyped.  The  remaining  3 cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred 
at  the  end  of  October.  All  were  sharply  ill  and  were  isolated  cases  occurring 
in  different  families  but  were  confirmed  bacteriologically  as  "Taunton  type". 

In  spite  of  exhaustive  inquiries  no  common  item  of  diet  was  indentified  and  the 
cause  of  the  small  outbreak  was  not  discovered.  Six  of  the  17  cases  of 
salmonella  food  poisoning  occurring  during  the  year  were  of  a sporadic  nature 
but  in  November  there  was  an  outbreak  involving  11  cases.  Four  of  these  were 
shown  to  be  due  to  salmonella  typhi murium.  In  3 cases  the  salmonella  organism 
was  not  able  to  be  typed.  The  diagnosis  was  made  in  4 cases  on  clinical 
grounds  and  was  not  proved  bacteriologically,.  In  7 of  these  cases  a commom 
item  of  diet  was  found  to  be  sliced  corned  beef  purchased  in  a local  grocer's 
shop.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  two  members  of  the  staff  of  this  shop 
had  suffered  from  diarrhoea  but  faeces  examination  in  both  proved  negative. 
Similarly  samples  of  the  corned  beef  also  proved  to  be  negative,  when  examined 
bacteriologically.  The  illness  was  of  a mild  nature  and  it  was  felt  that 
there  had  been  other  cases  in  the  town  which  were  not  notified  to  the  Health 
Department. 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year  were  due  to  staphylococcal 
infection  though  bacteriological  confirmation  was  absent.  Four  of  these 
comprised  an  outbreak  in  one  family  - the  suspected  source  of  infection  being 
cold  boiled  brisket.  This  meat  was  cooked  on  the  day  of  purchase,  left 
overnight  in  a larder  and  eaten  for  lunch  the  following  day  by  4 of  the  5 
members  of  the  family.  The  remains  of  the  meat  had  been  disposed  of  prior  to 
the  investigation  but  a few  crumbs  which  were  obtained  were  sent  to  the 
Regional  Laboratory  again  with  negative  results.  The  investigation  therefore 
remained  inconclusive. 

The  remaining  two  patients  who  were  suspected  of  staphylococcal  food 
poisoning  formed  part  of  a larger  outbreak  which  occurred  after  the  eating  of 
food  in  a hotel  in  the  County  of  Lanark  during  the  month  of  October.  There 
were  negative  results  from  the  faeces  of  both  these  cases  but  it  was  concluded 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  outbreak  was  probably  due  to 
the  formation  of  staphylococcus  aureus  toxin  in  chicken  stock  used  in  making 
soup0 

Care  of  the  Elderly  and  Chronic  Sick 

It  is  felt  that  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  part  which  two  of  the 
Town  Council's  Health  Services  play  in  the  care  of  the  elderly  and  chronic 
sick  — namely  the  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service. 

It  is  perhaps  not  appreciated  to  what  extent  these  services  provide  the 
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means  for  allowing  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  to  be  looked  after  in  their  homes 
thereby  avoiding  their  admission  to  old  people's  homes  and  hospital.  Of  the 
total  of  33,901  visits  paid  by  home  nurses  during  the  year  21,050  (or  62^) 
were  paid  to  persons  of  65  years  or  over.  Of  the  180  families  served  by  the 
domestic  helps  during  the  year  172  (or  96^)  had  the  service  provided  on  account 
of  a chronic  sick  member  of  the  family  including  aged  and  infirm.  The 
domestic  help  service  is  virtually,  and  should  be  regarded  as,  a service  for 
the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

Prevention  of  Home  Accidents 

Propaganda  on  the  Prevention  of  Home  Accidents  vas  carried  out  during  the 
year  in  the  form  of  posters,  leaflets,  booklets  and  bookmarks.  Distribution 
vas  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and  through  shops  in  the  Burgh,  Tovn  Council 
Offices  and  Government  Departments  and  Libraries.  The  Campaign  on  "Guard  that 
"Fire"  vas  necessarily  on  a smaller  scale  than  would  have  been  wished  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  National  Campaign  on  this  subject  came  too  soon  after 
the  Burgh  Mass  X=ray  Campaign.  The  Town  Council  has  authorised  a continuing 
propaganda  service  on  the  prevention  of  home  accidents  throughout  the  year. 

Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer 

The  advising  of  the  public  on  the  risks  of  heavy  cigarette  smoking  has 
been  done  in  the  form  of  addresses  to  clubs  and  personal  contact  through 
existing  health  services.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  concentrate  on  special 
groups.  The  impression  so  far  gained  has  been  that  there  is  an  acceptance  of 
the  danger  from  smoking  but  doubt,  especially  among  confirmed  smokers,  as  to 
their  ability  to  avoid  the  risk.  One's  personal  view  is  that  local  propaganda 
would  be  of  greatest  value  if  it  vas  in  support  of  a national  campaign  on  the 
subject. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  number  of  treatments  provided  by  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 
during  1958  amounted  to  1661. 

Clean  Food  Exhibition 

A number  of  years  ago  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Departments  of  the  Town 
Council  organised  courses  of  lectures  on  food  handling  in  the  Burgh.  These 
were  to  some  extent  successful  but  the  whole  emphasis  of  these  courses  was  on 
the  education  of  food  handlers.  It  was  decided  to  organise  a Clean  Food 
Exhibition  in  March  1958  so  that  the  importance  of  cleanliness  in  the 
preparation  and  handling  of  food  might  be  presented  not  only  to  those  engaged 
in  the  food  trades  but  also  to  the  public  in  general. 

The  main  part  of  the  exhibition  was  accommodated  in  the  large  Town  Hall 
while  the  smaller  hall  was  used  for  cooking  and  washing  up  demonstrations 
and  appropriate  films.  Part  of  one  evening  was  devoted  to  an  address  by  the 
Medical  Advisor  to  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  to  personnel 
in  the  food  trades. 

The  theme  of  the  exhibition,  which  remained  open  for  one  week,  was 
"Cleanliness  - Clean  Food  is  everybody's  Business".  In  all  there  were  19 
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display  stalls  each  displaying  some  aspect  of  food  hygiene,. 

As  a display  and  presentation  of  this  subject  the  exhibition  was  worthy 
of  enthusiastic  public  attention,,  It  is  therefore  regrettable  that  the 
public  response  and  the  response  of  the  food  trades  in  general  was  poor. 
Approximately  500  persons  visited  the  exhibition.  One  feels  that  projects 
of  this  kind  would  require  to  be  accompanied  by  intense  publicity  and  that 
more  dramatic  and  unusual  aspects  of  presentation  would  be  required  to  stir 
public  enthusiasm. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

796  children  received  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

909  children  of  pre-school  age  received  immunisation  against  diptheria. 
This  represents  approximately  60^  of  the  total  births  for  the  year. 

951  primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  921  of  these  were  in  pre-school  children  representing  approximately 
60^  of  the  total  births  for  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  was  carried  out  energetically 
throughout  the  year  during  which  6768  persons  were  vaccinated.  Since  the 
commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1956,  15,715  children  up  to  15  years  and  779 
expectant  mothers  have  been  protected  with  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  The 
protection  rate  in  children  at  the  end  of  1958  was  therefore  78.5J&,  since  the 
population  up  to  the  age  of  15  is  approximately  20,000,,  This  is  very 
satisfactory  and  considerably  higher  than  the  protection  rates  for  other 
di seases .

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  registered  persons  continued  during  the  year* 
In  September  the  scheme  was  extended  to  include  all  persons  from  6 months  to 
25  years*  At  the  same  time  it  was  decided  to  give  further  protection  to  those 
persons  having  received  two  injections  by  offering  them  a third  injection. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  780  persons  had  received  three  injections.  16,127 
persons  received  two  injections,  221  persons  received  one  injection  and  1231 
persons  were  registered  but  not  vaccinated.

1958  X-ray  Campaign 

Preliminary  arrangements  for  the  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Surrey  which  took 
place  from  15th  September  to  3rd  October  began  in  January,  1958.  Halls 
suitable  as  sites  for  x-ray  centres  had  already  been  booked  in  the  previous 
year.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  campaign  was  scheduled  to  take  place  at  a 
time  when  clubs  and  organisations  would  still  be  closed  for  the  summer  season  it 
was  decided  to  give  priority  in  the  early  planning  stage  to  the  recruitment  of 
volunteer  workers.  Approximately  260  volunteers  had  been  used  in  the  1955 
campaign.  Their  contribution  to  the  success  of  that  campaign  was  apparent  even 
with  that  small  number.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  set  a target  of  1000 
voluntary  workers  for  the  1958  campaign  and  with  this  in  view  approaches  were 
made  to  associations  and  organisations  during  the  month  of  February.  The 
number  offering  their  services  gradually  rose  during  the  subsequent  7 months 
and  by  September  over  1100  volunteers  had  enlisted.  Booklets  and  badges  were 
issued  to  them  in  July  and  8 meetings  of  between  100  and  200  volunteers  each 
were  held  during  the  month  of  August.  At  these  meetings  each  volunteer  was 
briefed  and  given  an  extract  from  the  voters*  roll  containing  approximately  20 
houses  which  he  or  she  was  asked  to  visit  and  to  be  responsible  for.  The  great 
majority  of  volunteers  were  drawn  from  church  organisations  and  the  part  that 
they  played  in  the  success  of  the  campaign  cannot  be  overstated. 

Prizes  were  not  a feature  of  the  1955  campaign  but  it  was  decided  to  make 

full  use  of  them  as  an  incentive  in  the  1958  one.  Response  from  traders  and 

firms  in  the  town  to  an  appeal  in  support  of  a prize  fund  was  excellent.  The 
prize  fund  including  prizes  in  kind  reached  a total  of  £985.  16  of  the  top 

prizes  were  balloted  during  the  campaign  and  included  a special  prize  for  persons 
over  60  years  of  age  and  one  for  teenagers.  52  prizes  of  intermediate  value 
were  presented  at  each  session  at  the  various  x-ray  centres.  286  smaller  prizes 

were  distributed  daily  in  the  streets  and  public  places  by  the  "X-ray  Man".  The 

need  to  use  prizes  in  a health  campaign  received  criticism  from  some  quarters  but 
they  undoubtedly  played  an  important  part  in  the  success  of  the  campaign  and 
afforded  the  local  press  good  opportunity  to  add  to  the  excellent  publicity  given 
in  their  pages. 

The  local  press  played  a major  part  in  the  publicising  of  the  campaign. 
Weekly  meetings  in  the  Health  Department  attended  by  representatives  of  the  local 
press  and  Scottish  Information  Office  proved  of  great  value  and  tribute  must  be 
paid  to  the  time  and  patience  which  they  gave  in  support  of  the  whole  project. 

It  is  not  possible  to  make  reference  to  all  the  forms  of  publicity  used. 

122  banners  and  2,700  posters  were  on  display.  37,500  leaflets  and  30,000 
bookmarks  were  distributed.  Many  displays  in  shop  windows  and  cinemas 
advertised  the  survey  and  two  loud  speaker  cars  toured  the  streets  each 
afternoon  and  evening.  Short  films  and  trailers  were  shown  in  picture  houses. 
All  milk  bottle  tops  bore  an  x-ray  slogan  during  the  three  week  period,  as  did 
paper  bags  from  the  two  local  Co-operative  Societies.  Two  illuminated  target 
indicators  were  set  up  in  central  sites  in  Motherwell  and  Wishaw.  Each 
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householder  in  the  Burgh  was  sent  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
explaining  the  importance  of  a visit  to  an  x-ray  centre<> 

A target  of  35,000  persons  x-rayed  was  set0  The  final  total  achieved  was 
37, 6660  2060  of  these  were  persons  not  resident  in  the  Burgh,,  34149 

residents  of  15  years  and  over  were  x-rayed  and  approximately  1000  under  routine 
x-ray  were  given  badges  and  asked  not  to  attend  the  public  x-ray  centres,,  68^ 
of  the  resident  adult  population  was  therefore  x-rayedc

The  final  figure  of  new  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered 
through  the  survey  was  41  - 1,08  per.  thousand  x-rayed.  Only  six  of  these  hare 
so  far  proved  to  be  infectious.  26  were  treated  in  hospital  but  in  6 months 
time  10  had  been  discharged  as  quiescent  requiring  treatment  at  home  or  at  the 
clinic.  15  of  the  total  of  41  active  cases  were  treated  at  home  from  the 
outset.  6 months  after  the  campaign  all  new  cases  were  progressing  favourably. 
After  6 months  24  persons  had  been  classified  as  having  a tuberculous  x-ray 
abnormality  of  doubtful  activity.  They  are  leading  a normal  life  and  are 
under  preventive  treatment.  12  patients  failed  to  attend  for  a large  film  and 
19  failed  to  report  for  clinical  examination.  Every  effort  was  made  to 
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follow-up  these  cases  and  by  the  end  of  6 months  6 had  co-operated,  2 of  these 
being  actiwe  cases  compelled  to  do  so  through  symptoms  of  ill  health. 

60  males  found  to  be  suffering  from  pneumoconiosis  were  notified  to  their 
general  medical  practitioners  with  a view  to  reference  to  the  Pneumoconiosis 
Board  where  physical  disability  existed. 

Fire  males  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  were 
referred  for  appropriate  treatment. 

In  summing  up  the  campaign  one  would  say  that  the  public  response  was 
again  excellent  and  justified  the  volume  of  publicity  involved.  The  yield 
in  new  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  2.3  per  thousand 
x-rayed  in  the  1955  campaign  to  1.08  per  thousand  in  the  1958  one. 

The  1958  campaign,  like  the  first,  will  contribute  substantially  to  the 
final  eradication  of  tuberculosis.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Incidence 

During  the  yea r 113  notifications  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  received. 
The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  111  cases«  Of  these  Q6  were  pulmonary. 

Classification  of  confirmed  cases  according  to  age  group  and  sex  incidence  is 
shown  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  99  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  7 were  classified  as 
primary  and  92  as  post  primary.  73  were  classified  as  early  acute,  14  as 
chronic  with  recent  spread  and  12  as  chronic.  11  of  the  pulmonary  cases 
suffered  from  pleural  effusion  without  parenchymal  disease. 

Of  the  99  pulmonary  cases  30  were  sputum  positive,  47  were  sputum  negative 
and  sputum  was  absent  in  22  cases. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  the  method  by  which  the  confirmed  cases  were 
discovered.  This  is  shown  in  the  following  table  -

There  were  13  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  10  respiratory  and 
3 non-respiratory.  Tables  giving  particulars  of  the  period  elapsing  between 
discharge  from  an  institution  and  death,  and  deaths  and  death  rates  from 
tuberculosis  since  1931  are  given  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the 
report. 

The  death  rate  for  1958  is  0*18  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Contact  Investigation  and  B.CoG*  Vaccination 

386  contacts,  of  whom  198  were  children  under  15  years  of  age,  were  traced 
during  the  year  and  were  offered  x-ray  of  chest.  At  special  contact  sessions 
also  held  twice  weekly  in  the  Airbles  Road  Clinic  Centre  179  persons  were 
tuberculin  tested*  The  following  table  shows  the  result  obtained  from  skin 
testing  of  contacts  under  15  years  of  age.

The  number  of  children  eligible  under  the  Scheme  was  1499.  Consent  for 
testing  and  vaccination  was  received  for  1232  children.  This  figure  represents 
82.2/£  of  the  children  eligible  under  the  Scheme,  Of  these  1232  children  1107 
children  received  a preliminary  Mantoux  test  under  the  School  B.C.G.  Scheme, 

16  were  dealt  with  under  the  B.C.G.  Contact  Scheme  and  109  failed  to  attend. 

1053  children  received  a preliminary  Mantoux  test  which  was  read  three 
days  later.  Of  these  236  were  Mantoux  positive  (22,4^)  and  817  were  negative

A small  percentage  of  the  817  negative  children  received  the  test  of 
conversion  and  all  were  found  to  have  converted  to  positive  Mantoux.

Domestic  Help  Service 

During  the  year  1958,  57  part  time  domestic  helps  were  employed.  180 
families  were  given  help  during  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  THE  DENTAL  OFFICER 
Dental  Arrangements  during  1958 

During  1958  the  dental  clinics  at  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  were  operated  on 
a part-time  basis.  In  each  clinic,  one  session  per  week  was  made  awailable 
for  the  inspection  of  new  cases  and  four  sessions  per  week  were  deroted  to 
actual  treatment.  Part  of  the  Tuesday  morning  session  at  Wishaw  and  the 
Wednesday  morning  session  at  Motherwell  were  reserved  for  the  extraction  of 
teeth  under  general  anaesthesia.  Identical  services  thus  existed  in  both  of 
the  Town  Council's  Dental  Clinics. 

Inspection  of  Patients 

Since  the  routine  of  the  part-time  dental  clinics  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year,  and  as  there  was  no  increase  in  staff  to  make  a change 
possible,  once  again  surgery  sessions  could  not  run  concurrently  with  all  the 
Ante-natal,  Post-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  which  the  Priority  Classes 
attended  in  Motherwell  and  Wishaw.  As  a result  the  greater  proportion  were 
denied  the  opportunity  of  a routine  dental  inspection  which  could  have  been 
conveniently  arranged  or  carried  out  on  the  same  day  as  their  other 
examinations. 

However,  the  position  had  already  been  reached  during  1957,  where  the 
numbers  inspected  in  the  year  had  to  be  controlled  in  order  that  treatment 
could  be  carried  out  on  those  patients  who  had  elected  to  have  treatment  at  the 
clinics.  In  1958  this  control  was  obtained  by  only  examining  patients  who 
were  attending  clinics  which  coincided  with  the  times  of  the  dental  surgery 
sessions.  Though  not  desirable,  this  was  inevitable  with  the  staff  available. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  only  35^  of  expectant 
mothers,  32 ^ of  nursing  mothers  and  41J&  of  pre-school  children  over  1 year 
attending  their  respective  clinics  could  be  dentally  examined  during  the  year. 
The  present  dental  staff  is  only  able  to  cope  with  approximately  one  third  of 
the  Priority  Classes  attending  Town  Council  Clinics.

Provision  of  Dentures 


The  construction  of  dentures  provided  at  the  Clinics  free  of  charge  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  was  again  entrusted  to  a dental  laboratory  to  the 
profession. 

There  was  an  increase  of  33$  in  the  number  of  new  dentures  which  were  supplied 
during  the  year,  191  patients  had  313  dentures  fitted,  80$  of  these  were 

nursing  mothers.  The  fact  that  80$  of  these  were  nursing  mothers  indicates  the 

necessity  of  seeking  dental  attention  in  the  Ante-natal  period  if  loss  of  teeth  is 
to  be  prevented.  It  appears  that  when  mothers  are  left  to  decide  for  themselves, 
they  prefer  to  avoid  dental  treatment  in  the  ante-natal  period  and  seek  attention 
in  the  post-natal  period  when  it  is  too  late0  The  only  way  to  correct  this  is  to 

have  an  adequate  dental  staff  to  ensure  routine  dental  inspection  and  advice  in 

the  ante-natal  period. 

Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

Of  the  expectant  mothers  who  were  dentally  examined  and  required  treatment 
during  the  year  93$  accepted  treatment  at  the  clinics,  and  of  these  89$  (an  increase 
from  84$  last  year)  were  actually  treated.  Over  53$  had  their  treatment  completed 
before  the  birth  of  their  babies  compared  with  33$  in  1957,  This  percentage 
could  have  been  greater  had  many  mothers  sought  dental  treatment  earlier  in  their 
pregnancy,  so  that  sufficient  time  was  available  to  complete  treatment. 

Nevertheless  many  returned  in  the  post-natal  period  for  this  purpose. 

More  nursing  mothers  were  inspected  during  the  year  than  in  any  previous 
year.  All  accepted  treatment  at  the  clinics  and  94$  were  treated.  Of  these 
78$  completed  treatment.  Again  many  nursing  mothers  who  had  no  dental  attention

in  the  ante-natal  period  waited  until  practically  the  ere  of  their  child's 
first  birthday  before  seeking  dental  attention,  with  the  result  that  many  teeth 
were  lost  which  could  well  have  been  saved.  For  others,  who  had  had  no  dental 
attention  in  preceding  pregnancies  either,  the  complete  extraction  of  teeth  was 
the  only  treatment  possible. 

Almost  equal  numbers  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  actually 
treated  during  the  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  treatment  in  terms 
of  averages,  which  was  carried  out  in  each  category.  Of  the  expectant  mothers 
treated,  each  had  3.5  teeth  conserved  while  each  nursing  mother  had  only  2.4 
teeth  conserved.  The  expectant  mother  had  only  2.3  teeth  extracted  whereas  the 
nursing  mother  had  5 teeth  extracted.  Of  special  significance  is  the  fact  that 
approximately  1 in  every  7 expectant  mothers  had  a denture  or  dentures  fitted 
compared  with  3 out  of  every  5 nursing  mothers.  It  is  obvious  from  the  above 
figures  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  seek  dental  care  early  in  the 
ante-natal  period  if  treatment  is  to  be  of  a conservative  nature. 

Pre-school  Children 


92$  of  the  pre-school  children  brought  for  a dental  examination  during  the 
year  were  found  to  require  treatment.  Of  those  for  whom  treatment  was 
accepted  at  the  clinics  91$  were  actually  treated.  68$  had  had  no  previous 
dental  treatment.  The  number  of  attendances  increased  by  nearly  6$  on  the 
previous  year's  figure,  although  the  number  actually  treated  was  slightly  less. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  more  teeth  were  conserved  than  in  any  previous 
year  and  this  entailed  an  increased  number  of  attendances  per  patient. 

On  an  average,  each  child  had  4 decayed  teeth  2 of  which  were  conserved,  and 
2 of  which  had  to  be  extracted.  The  extraction  rate  (actually  2.2)  is  lower 
than  ever  before  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue  as  more  mothers 
are  encouraged  during  the  course  of  their  dental  treatment  during  pregnancy  to 
bring  older  children  under  school  age  for  a dental  examination.  23$  of  the 
completely  new  cases  who  were  inspected,  were  the  children  of  mothers  who  had 
themselves  had  treatment  at  the  clinics.  There  were  many  parents  however  who 
brought  children  for  the  first  time  in  order  that  pain  might  be  relieved. 
Extraction  of  the  offending  teeth  was  in  most  cases  the  only  cure,  and  usually 
the  only  treatment  accepted.  Thus  only  33$  were  made  dentally  fit  during  the 
year. 


It  must  again  be  emphasised  that  regular  dental  inspections  from  the  age 
of  2 years  are  necessary  at  4 - 6 monthly  intervals  if  the  temporary  teeth  are 
to  fulfil  their  function.  Early  loss  of  these  teeth  often  causes 
irregularities  of  the  permanent  dentition. 
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
